As the Journal is read in many of the 
state Institutions in this country, it will 
not be out of pfaMW to say something 
about the present shameful treatment 
many of the otherwise pro sper ous state 
schools for the deaf are receiving at 

the hands of professional pnlitinnns 

In New York State, happily, tn 
treatment as I am going to speak of is 
known. 

In certain Western and Southern 
States the two great, political bodies 
make it, their "pleasant past ime" of turn- 
ing out of the Institutions such officials 
as belong to a party different from that 
in poured No matter whetherthey have 
worked honestly and faithfully in the 
discharge of their duties, they are 

turned out, because the party in power 

think they are " turning the ra-cals 

out." But those who are appointed to 

the vacated places, are unhappily often 
men totally unfitted for the phi' 
signed them. 

The Institutions for the Blind, the 
Hospitals- for the Insane, anda few 
other Institutions, suffer comparatively 
little from this "political game;" for 
it is readily apparent that no matter 
who is the head of such Institution-, 
they will be able to communicate with 
-inder them and in some measure 
to keep order. But when it comes to 

the Deaf-Mute Institutions, it is all dif- 
ferent, as can be seen by a comparison 
between the hearing and tM deaf 
child. 

In the very first moments of i' 
istence, the hearing child begins to 
learn the language of its mother, and 
in fact it-* while life through it is learn- 
ing the rules of grammar though un- 
consciously, and before it is of school 
aye it has learned something of geo- 
graphy, of history, of arithmetic, and 
Biblical lore, to say nothing of the 
nursery songs and ballads it is often 
called upon to recite before the admir- 
ing neigbors. So, then, it is not sur- 
prising that by tint time it is new -n Of 
eight years of age, it will learn so fast. 
Let us SM how the deaf child fares. 
If it is deaf frotn infancy, it, d<. 
learn to speak nor does it, learn much, 
if anything, of what its hearing bro- 
ther does. And, moreover, many ol 
them, because of their very infirmities, 
are petted and spoiled by indulgent 
but, foolish parents. They are 
sometimes, though »ot very often, kept 
at home till about the time when the 
average hearing child would have gone 
through the common school a 
When he is at last sent to school, it 
will often be as "a foreigner in lan- 
yuaye, a heathen in religion, and a sav- 
age in disposition." Is it then any 
wonder that the teachers and officials 
of a Deaf-Mute Institution ought to be 
highly educated not only in the requi- 
! the general teacher, but also in 
the language of siyns J 

There is a certain Institution, which 
it is not necessary to point out, that 
was a little over "half a decade ago one 
of the foremost Institutions of its kind 
in the world. It bad an able and ex- 
peciaaMsd corps of teachers ; it- prin- 
cipal, wl lerienee in the art, wan 
over forty years, wan a recognised 
leader in the Teachers' and Principals' 
' onventions ; and the Institution it- 
self was a model of good taste and ar- 
rangement. Everything seemed in 
the right place, and apparently nothing 

was wanting. Its rcprcscntati . 
the National Coll e g e were, to use the 
WOrds of one of the student- from an- 
other state, " notably superior, morally 
and intellectually, in all that 
marks the- gentleman and scholarly 
student. Before them and others of 
the honored alumni, vice hid its head, 
and true manliness and virtue received 
a new vitality." 

But, when the Institution seemed in 
its best and was doing so much good, 
a gloomy day came. The newly elect- 
ed t ru s t ee s, who wen- all of a different 
political party from that to which the 
principal belonged, ejected new officers 
from among their own party, i-virv 
one, witli no exception, of whom knew 
as little of the sign language as we do 
of the origin and fate of the Mound 
Builders. 

From that, day on, the Institution 
its enviable reputation, and it is 
now a degraded and almost, useless 
tut ion. Not, long ago I paid a 
visit to the Institution (which I am 
ashamed to confess was once my own 
iih, hi ,, m/er). 

And what I saw almost made me 
believe I had entered t fir- wrong Insti- 
tution, or that my eyes did not 

aright The Principal, I found, was 

■ rant of the sign language, and his 

education below that of the average 

American. His spelling and grammar 

at first convinced me that, it was the 
janitor I was speaking to, and when he 
himself informed me that he was the 
"principle," I could not help feeling it 

was a joke, until I was enlightened of 

the truth by one of the teachers. 

The boys' study room was a jumble 
of broken chairs, tables and desks, 
while the walls and ceiling presented a 
sad appearance. In the halls and 

school rooms painting and kalsomining 

were sorely needed. The hcdr< 
and dining room were painfully too 
smalt for the larye number of children 
placed in the In-titution by hoping 
parent-. In one jwiorly ventilated 
dormitory, I noticed there were beds 
for sixty pupils.

ers instead of a'; 'hool for the deaf. 

Such in short is the sad condition of 
one of our I n>t it ut ion- \ i 
the kind of Institutions which it is 
said no other nation has yd (quailed 

us in the point superior educational 
advantages offered to the nnfortun- 

I'olitics alone would do very little 
harm, if any, if the bitterness and 
blindness that characterize some local 
party leaders were done away with. 

It is well know that the Univi 
of Michigan is governed by a board 
of regents elected by the people for 

t lie aame term of ;. • I he other 

state officers, and as the board is of 
the popular party, a change is, of 

course, now and then made in the 
faculty of the I'liiversity ; which, in- 
stead of doiny any harm to the ('ni- 

rersity, has made ii one of the best 

Institutions of learning In the country. 

Such an e.v | is tlmost imp- 

lo a Deaf-Mute In-titution, for they 

are special schools. The Principal and 

teachers all must have had a special 
training, and it is not so easy to Dud 
a good Principal for a Deaf-Mute 
Institution, as it is to find a President 
for a University or a Principal for a 

common school. 

I have not definitely pointed out the 

Institution referred t" al -"me I 
above, but there is do doubt that every 

one well read in matters pertain 
the deaf will know at once what Insti- 
tution i- meant. And morever those 
who are the manager! of that Institu- 
tion will surely by their own actions, 
be the first to recognize that is refer- 
red to.
